W hile here Mr. M ichelet has accom ­ 
plished much for the benefit of the 
Indians under his charge and he m ay 
well fell proud of the result of his 
trip.

These In­ 
dians are claimed to have never obey­ 
ed the mandates of the government 
regarding their removal to White 
Earth. The allotments at White 
Earth for these Indians were made 
some years ago and all went over 
peacefully except about nine hun­ 
dred of them. 
Agent Michelet has just been to 
Washington looking this matter as 
well as other important matters up 
and a dispatch from there gives out 
the following information: 
4 Simon Michelet, Indian agent at 
White Earth, Minnesota, will atari 
for the northwest tomorrow night. 
He will spend Monday at the Indian 
warehouse in Chicago and reach the 
Twin Cities 
Tuesday morning. 
While here Mr. Michelet baa accom­ 
plished much for the benefit of the 
Indians under his charge and he may 
well fell proud of the result of his 
tri p.4‘He got $8*1,000 stum page money 
for the Indians and will distribute it 
as soon as gets home. This claim 
has been hung up for several years. 
He has secured permission to pur­ 
chase road, implements.
